A Legend In Our Own Town.

~GRANITE CITY — April 
marks the 22nd anniversary of 
the federal Fair Housing Act, 
landmark legislation which 
makes it illegal to deny housing 
to-any individual based on race, 
color, religion, sex, national ori- 
gin, familial status or handicap. 

To commemorate this event, 
Mayor Von Dee Cruse, in con- 
junction with the Granite City 
Board of Realtors, has declared 
April 29 through May 5° Ameri- 
can Home Week to “remind a 
citizens of their freedom to own 
property, the importance to pro- 
tect the rights that accompany 
this ownership and their aware- 
ness of the value of improving 
such value.”’ i. 

According to Harold Cavins, 
president of the Board of Real- 
tors, the pride of home owner- 
ship is becoming more difficult 
to achieve, particularly for first 
time home buyers. 

‘*Housing affordability will 
most definitely be an issue of the 
1990s,’’ Cavins said. ‘‘One of the 
priorities of the Granite City 
Board of Realtors to work in 
concert with the Illinois Associa- 
tion of Realtors and National 
Association of Realtors in pro- 
moting development of local, 
state and federal programs that 
foster growth of affordable hous- 





ing.”” 
Marking April as Fair Housing 
Month, the Board of Realtors 


has chosen ‘‘Heart of America’’ 
as its theme to stress the associ- 
ation’s push toward affordable 
housing and to heighten the 
awareness of of fair housing 
rights. 

“The theme ‘Heart Of Ameri- 
ea’’ emphasises the need for 
more affordable housing both on 
a_state and national level. The 
Illinois Affordable Housing Trust 
Fund and Home Ownership 
Made Easy program approved 
by “the legislature in 1989 will 
make homeownership more 
accessable for many low-to-mod- 
erate income ‘titizens,’’ said Bar- 
bara Wyatt, secretary of the 
Board of Realtors. 

“These programs come in 
response to a need for housing 
that is affordable to all citizens 
regardless of their income level,

social status, location, monthly 
rent or mortgage payment. 

“Our organization will contin- 
ue to pursue other programs 
such as these to increase the 
affordability of housing for all 
citizens.”” 

This year, Cavins said, the 
U.S. Congress will consider a 
variety of probisals dealing with 
affordable housing. ¥ 

“Among key policy options we 
would like to see adopted are 
adjusting. the FHA mortgage 
insurance limits to a percentage, 
such as 95 percent, of the mar- 
ket median price; grating per- 
mission to first-time homebuyers 
to withdraw set amounts, with- 
out penalty, from Individual 
Retirement Accounts and 401(k) 
plans for their down payment, 
and the further pursuit of pub- 
lic-private partnerships for low- 
income housing,”’ Cavins said. 

Cavins said a 1988.study by 
the National Association of Real- 
tors showed 75 percent of all 
renter households desired to own 
a home, but 70 percent said the 
inability to come up with a down 
payment was the major barrier 
to buying a home. . 

“Throughout ‘the pasi decade 
the increase in home prices has 
far exceeded the income 
increases of rental households. 
This forces them to come up 
with more -and more money for 
a down payment,”’ Cavins. said. 
“The down payment obstacle 
-suggests it is time for the feder- 
al government to implement pro- 

rams that will help more fami- 
ites realize the American Dream 
of homeownership.” 








In addition to recognizing the 
achievement of passage of the 
original Fair Housing Act, the 
Board of Realtars also wants to 
note passage of the Fair Housing 
Amendments Act in March 1989, 
which expanded the coverage of 
the original act. * 


“Amendments ... implemented 
in the past year substantially 
heighten the significance our 
country has placed ‘on the the 
right of each American te have 
freedom of choice in housing,” 
Wyatt said. 


The Amendment prohibits dis- 
crimination of the basis of physi- 
cal and mental handicaps or 
against families with children 
under age 18. 


“Now, qualified families with 
children may not be excluded or 
otherwise segregated within a 
development simply because of 
the presense of children in their 
household,”” Wyatt said. 


The act also -requires, effec- 
tive in 1991, design and construc- 
tion features designed to acco- 
madate handicapped rsons in 
new multi-family dwellings. 

“As a demonstration of our 
commitment to preserving equal 
opportunity in housing, the Gran- 
ite City Board of Realtors has 
long ‘participated in the Volun- 
tary _~Affirmative Marketing 
Agreément with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development,’? Wyatt said. 
“This agreement between the 
private sector and government 
provides for equal access to 
housing and equal "professional 
services to all Realtor clients 
and customers.”
